President I Juan 1 Commissioners of State Institutions of 
Florida: 

Sm— I have ^ne honor to submit herewith, my report of 
the condition, statistical record*, general management and 
progress of this Institution during the two years, from Jan- 
uary 1st, 1895, to December 31st, 1898. 

My triennial report next preceding this period re 'air d 
somewhat to the condition and wants of the Asylum at, ib« 
beginning of my management, July 1st, 1893, particular z d 
some of the most important respects in which existing defic- 
iencies were supplied during that time, and brought to your 
Honorable Board's kind attention, such further wants a* still 
ex is ted. 

The period to which this report relates was commenced 
wiiU ad van "ages superior in various respect*, to those of nay 
previous time in the Asylum's history. Every practical 
want in id- way of material improvement had been supplied, 
except, such as required a special legislative appropriation of 
funds, and the excellent health ana evident peace and com- 
fort of the patients witness the improvement of method ana 
l'i<: lilies for their government and care. 

During the past two years every advantage previously de- 
rived to the institution, has been made as available as possi- 
ble for the welfare of patients, and with such other improve- 
ment* as will be mentioned, have been ttaurjes of much 
blessing to them, and the c&u^e of unbounded gratification to 
the management. 



HEALTH. 

The general health of the population has been good. Zy- 
motic and other diseases of local origin have very seldom 
occurred. During tlie summpr of 1896, measles whs in some 
unaccountable way introduced, but the precaution of isolation 
and ihe necessary restrictions of intercourse with persons ex- 
posed in infected communities, limited the contagion to a 
very small number of the population without any very incon- 
venient or fatal result*. Every possible precaution has been 
taken for the prevention of contagious and infectious diseases. 

SANITATION AND HTlilENE. 

The sewerage system was extended in April, 1896, to the 
new buildings, and some additional sewerage conveniences 
were constructed in other parts of ihe Asypim. A unif.rra 
system of baths has be«n carried out, including both cjhl and 
hot water, and the entire premises of the institution have b.-en 
kept hi a perfect sanitary and hygienic condition. 

None of the elements of disease, ordinarily common to such 
surround in us, are permitted to accumulate about the grounds, 
which, with the occasional use ot' carbonate of lime, where 
poisonous exhalatkms miidit occur, ;ind the unstinted 115.' of 
soap and water lor cleanliness of buildings have made the 
institution altogether a model of perfection in sanitation and 
hygiene. 

WATER Sl'PfLY. 

In April. 189U, the water system was extended through all 
parts of the new buildings, with spigots and hose 45 to 55 
feet apart on eaoh floor, which is also true of each of the sev- 
eral other buildings of the institution. So that no inconve- 
nience of waW supply for geneval purposes is felt, and ample 
means of extinguishing Are is afforded. 

LAUNDRY. 

The laundry constructed in 18!.' 4 has been ample for the 
purposes of that department. The clothing, bedding, eic., 
about 6,000 pieces weekly, are properly laundered without 
expense, except for soap and starch. 

HEATING. 

During the winter i>f 1895-6 the buildings of the Asylum 
were, ae prior to that time, pomfortably heated with wood 
stoves. During the present winter the steam plant com- 
pleted in September, 1896, has been used for that purpose to 
the greater convenience, comfort and personal safety (from 



ak) of the entire population, and with grateful satisfaction 
10 the management. 

LIGHTS. 

The use of nil lamps has been continued for lighting the 
Asylum buildings and grounds, but the plan is dangerous, 
lurely sufficient, and equally expensive as lighting by elec- 
tricity would be. 

GENERAL DIET, CLOTHING AND BEDDING. 

At no period during the two years have the patients been 
allowed lo want for the necessary variety of diet, properly 
prepared. Vegetables in ample supply and variety, for the 
entire population, have b^en produced on the farms; except 
a ftfw consignments of Irish potatoes and white beans, at a 
time when these varieties wete out of sesson. 

The patients have been kept supplied with neat, comforLa- 
ble clothing, the material* for which are purchased in large 
((uautiiitrs at the lowest bid from wholesale dealers, and are 
made up in the sewing department of the institution. And 10- 
irei her with shoes, bats, notions, etc., are kept in sufficient 
supply for all the requirements of thai department. The 
bedding of the Asylum rtceives the closest attention, and in 
kept absolutely clean, free from vermin, and comfortable. 
The mattresses are thick, soft and well made, and each bed, 
without exception, is kept supplied with clean linens, blank- 
ct?, and comforts. 

BULKS AND DISCIPLINE. 

The rules defining the duties of subordinate officers, attend- 
ants and nurses, are stringent, and are rigidly enforced. They 
are sufficiently detailed t j ha readily comprehended, and but 
little difficulty is experienced in securing the patient* m 
peace, comfort and health by an almost unex ■eptional obser- 
vance of every duty devolving on those having the are of 
them, fxcept certain violations, for wliich the offenders were 
removed. 

Exceptionally goo 1 discipline has been maintained among 
the puients, whose marked docility and sense of apprecia 
Hun is remarked upon by intelligent visitors of the country 
generally, and by many whoie observations enible compari- 
son with similar institutions in other States. 

MEDICAL DEFABTMENT. 

This department is supplied with a large drug store where a 
"Complete assortment of general and special drugs, medicines, 
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etc., are kept systematically arranged in stock, by and for 
the a-e of the Asylum Physician and Surgeon, whose time is 
devoted exclusively to the medical treatment of patterns. 

At the command of the Physician and Surgeon is kept a 
corps of 11 arses, competent in number, faithfulness and i.\- 
penence for all the special and general requirements of liis 
department, and the service rendwrel is, in every respect, 
suited to the condition and wants of each respective case 
under treatment, 

The general rule relating in that particular to the care of 
inmates requires such constant observation of, and familiarity 
with the physical condition of patients :is will enable nurses 
to detect and call to the Physician's attention their ailments 
before time for acute or full development. 

The rooms and bidding nf sick patients arc kept perfectly 
eh an and comfortable, and men patients, together with all 
that are feeble or delicate, are supplied with special diet to 
suit their palate and condition. 

The medcal department <>f this institution is lacking in 
nothing that proper mean" of comfort, e flic tent mir-ing :inl 
fait' ful professional rare can bestow, and the ap cial and 
general results obtained at' est their equal sufficiency, with 
oht r similar institutions uf deservedly enviable r» pupation. . 

IMPROVEMENTS. 

Among the suggestions contained in my las', biennial re 
port, was the need of additional buildings for the occupancy 
of i atients. This suggestion, with the approval of ttie LL'ti- 
•ruble Board, ami the commendation of the (Governor in his 
Kscelleney's message to the Legisla tire of 1395, was brought 
to the attention of that Honorable Body, wliij without oppo- 
sition, passed a bill appropriating the sum of $-20 ; Q0O, as 
recommended in the report. 

This recognition of the Legislature of 1895. commensurate 
with the iuamtdiate demand* of the Asylum, and Comporting 
with the conservatism of a charitable public, seeking to help 
the weak and care for the helpless, has enabled a growth 
which exceeds the expectations of many calculators whose 
interest in the welfare of the institution has caused their 
frequent visits and observation. 

The object of the appropriation's suggested in the report, 
was that of relieving the congested condition of the Asylum 
by the construction of such additional buildings as would af 
ford ample room, of a design that would promote the most 
modern methods and systems for classifying, and affording 



patients the greatest possible amount of comfort, and provid- 
ing such furnii ure, and other appliances, sewerage, waterways,. 
etc., as the enlargement of thfc Asylum made necessary. 

In Jane next, after adjournment of the Legislature in May, 
1895, by request of the Honorable Board, I visited the Ala- 
bama 1-iryce Insane Hospital at Tuscaloosa, for the purpose 
of obtaining such ideas as would aid in making and reporting 
plana capable of carrying out the objict sought. My exam- 
ination of the buildings of the Alabama Asylum, suggested 
the adoption of the plan and specifications submitted to, and 
endorsed by your Honorable Board, for the principal build- 
ing in contemplation. 

S. S. Leonard <fe Co., who submitted the lowest bid for the 
construction of this building, were awarded the contract at 
$19,219,00, shortly after which an amendment was suggested, 
ami agreed to, which added in the contract an obligation to 
construct a second story on the 37x200 feet building, occu- 
pied by colored female patients, at an extra cost of 83.100, 
making the total contract value ot the buildings let to the 
contractors $22,394, With the insufficiency of the special 
appropriation in view, I contracted with S. S, Leonard <fc Co. 
to assume their contract obligations for doing all the work of 
constructing the interior of the large building, except the 
tY-iraiug, flooring, and wall casings, for a sum sufficient, in- 
cluding other deduction*, to reduce the ti>tal amount of their 
contract; to the sum c>f *1 9.243, originally contracted fur the 
huge building. 

This construction was done by the regular em ploy 39, aided 
by the pitients, at a cost of !ess than $ iOO.Oi), which is also 
the only acluil cost of ihe second story addeu to the 200 foot 
building in the department of ooloied females. 

The new building h 273 feet long, with transverse end sec- 
tions, 24x76 feet bnse, thr.-e stories high. The center section 
of the building is 54*64 feet base, three stories high, and the 
two longitudinal seciions are 34x85 feet base, two stories 
high. This bti lding is so constructed as to ba cipable of use 
by bath males and females, without the possibility of commu- 
nication, and is occupied by mild and convalescent patients- 
of the white male and female departments. Each division of 
the building is neatly and comfortably furnished, and has ait- 
ting rooms, i rank rooms, clothing rooms, hot and cold bath 
rooms, which are connected with convenient dressing roams. 
Each division also has a large, nicely furnished dining ball,, 
27x64 feet. The third floor of the center section is used as aa 
assembly and concert hall, with a seating capacity of 800. 
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The new building has 37,292 square feet of floor surface, 
with sufficient comfortable sleeping room for 350 ratten ts. 
Prior to the construction of the buildings, for which the $20- 
000 appropriation was made, the ward buildings of the enlire 
institution had an estimated floor space of 48,080 feet, with a 
normal capacity of 300, whereas the new building and the new 
story of the colored female building have together 44,tJ92 
ftet of floor space, with sufficient room for 410 patients, or 
110 more than double the original capacity of the asylum, in 
addition to which these buildings furnish the asylum assem- 
bly bail, drug store, and an office for the physician and sur- 
geon. 

The large new building has 340 feet of verandas, 12 feet 
wide, with guards from baluster to plate on the second stories. 
Since the new buildings were completed the Asylum kitchen 
has been enlarged to more than double its original s ; ze, and 
has many conveniences that, for want of sufficient room, had 
not been previously supplied. 

Five large and one small dining hall have been a'Jded to the 
four previously used, supplying the patients of each divison 
of the Asylum, except one, with the grateful convenience of 
separate dining apartments, with cold and hot water sinks, 
etc., without the unpleasant neei ssity of leaving their respect- 
ive buildings. Extending the system of dining halls for the 
separate use of the respective divisions, required expeditious 
means of eonvej ing meals from the cooking department to 
eacii, which is accomplished by railroads. One with cross- 
ties laid on the suiface in the ordinary way. A car on which 
carries meals to two dining hails, and one single post, elevated 
road or track nine feet high with a three floor, suspended car, 
which carrit s meals from the kitchen, to and from dining 
halls. The cars are also used for removing swill to the garb- 
age wagon. 

During 1S96, considerable change of construction has been 
made in the old buildings. Important among which, is the 
addition of large comfortable sitting rooms, hut and cold 
baths, and dressing rooms in each ward. 

The interior of the lower story of the 200 foot building in 
the department of colored females is entirely new. The walls 
are neatly plastered, the narrow doorways through all brick 
cross-walls, are changed to broad, open archways, making a 
continuous, commodious hall the entire length of the build- 
ing. The floor framing, floors, ceilings, partition walls and 
doors are rebuilt of new miterLd and painted, which with the 
improved design, makes this one of the handsomest buildings 
of the institution. 
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To one of the old buildings in the white mate depirtuaent 
has been added a strong two story veranda, 120 feet long, 
with vertical guard -bars From baluster to plate of the set-ond 
story, as a means of preventing accidents. 

Additional doorways have bet-n made for entering the 
second floor of this veranda. At each end are convenient 
outside stairways, which wou'.d enabie rapid exit from the in- 
terior in case of tire. 

When I assumed control of this Asylum no provision had 
been made for the Superintendent's office. In the absence of" 
a bet' er available plan, I constructed a small, neat room of 
insufficient siz j , on an unused section of the broad headquar- 
ters veranda, which was occupied until 1896, when sufficient 
waste bricks, slate, and almost enough other necessarv ma 
terialt, had been gotten together for a building of snitab'e 
dimensions, and a brick office 1*8x24 leet, with w»lls 20 feet 
high, nicely finished inside and tuck point e I on the oiU-r- 
side, with a fire proof slate root', ai.d a larg>> cellar under- 
neath, for storage purposes, was constructed, at a cost for all 
mateiials purchased, and labor, inc'uding sonic office furni- 
ture, of 1119.56. This is the neatest building in the Asylum, 
and at contract prices, would have cost not, less than $1,000. 

In Jane. 1896, the large barn building was rem i\vd to a 
point more remote from the new building, which lessen- tlie 
danger of fire, ami enlarges the open area of the stock lot. 

The carpenter shop, to which has been added a black- 
smithing department; has been changed to a large abandoned 
building, which was thoroughly repiired for that purpose, 
and for the storage of heavy hardware, piping and pipe fit- 
tings. 

Moving the wood, iron, pipe fitting and plumbing depart- 
ment, vacated the noith end of the large stab'e building, 
which enabled such change of construction ami arrangement 
tin-rein, as afford a nine very large stalls, with a wide hall be 
tween them, and a hydrant trough of water for the use of 
stoik, also a room 36x60 for the storage of wagons, car- 
riages, etc. 

A new 25,000 g illon brick cistern has baen male, and is 
supplied with water from the new building, which is also 
connected with some of the old cisterns. 

The yardi of ihe Asylum are divided with neat picket 
fences, so as to afford nice grounds for the exerct-e of patirnts 
in the separate divisions, without the personal Affiliation of 
one class with another. The colored male yard is greatly 
enlarged, and is inclosed with new walls. 

The installment of a steam plant for beating the buildings 
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of the Asylvm, was commenced in May and completed in 
September, 1896. Tbe plant is constructed on tbe centra 1 
station, gravity plan, and consists of a 150 horse power re- 
turn mbular boiler, from which B'eam is distributed by under- 
ground piping, two radiators sufficient for producing a «mi- 
f rm and torn Portable temperature iu the buildings during cold 
weather. 

Tbe steam j Ian t. has superceded the dangerous primitive 
plan of heating with wood stoves, pud keeps the resp c ive 
division of each building at an even and comfortable tensj er- 
atuie all the while. Thermometers, by which the tempeia uie 
in the buildings is regulated, are kept in place r»a esc:; ward. 

In eddition to healing all the apartments of the Asylum, 
the steam plant, supplies hnt water for baihs in eacii ward, 
lundshes hot sinks for i he dining halls, supplies all the hot 
w.ter nquind in other parts c f the institution, and but 1 ttle 
later on, will do the Asylum cooking, to the comparative ex- 
clusion ol the wood range used at pn sent in that department, 
wb eh, with the txcellent bakery of wlr'ch we boast, will per- 
ffi'l our facilities in this parti eidar. 

A park fur the retreat of patients is being made, with seve- 
ral acres of beautiful woodbind inclostd, ju-t south of the 
Asylum, where we hope to have fountain", r it si Mi seats, 
swing?, shrubbery and fl >wers for ibe pleasure of those whose 
happiness depends so largely oh ns. 

The insufficiency and decay of the wooden tank, used as a 
reservoir in the water works, necessitated making another, ar,d 
a steel stmd pipe i* now in course of erection on the 65 feet* 
bri> k tower. The old tank had a capacity of 0,000 gdlorts. 
The stand pipe will hold 35,000 gallons, which will be ample 
in supply fur all demands, and with the elevation will produce 
si.llicent pressure for extinguishing fiie at any punt in the 
tallest buildings of the Asylum. 

Very many other improvements, no less import-in t to their 
purpose than those mentioned, have been made, but their 
enumeration is unnecessary. 

The tin rooting of all the buildings ha* been double paint- 
ed with metnllic paint, and in all otln-r respects the building* 
are in good repair, and in a perfect state of pre?ervaiion. 

The board and picket fencing around the immediate premi- 
se'' of the Asylum, and all the farm fencing, are in uou'l con- 
dition, and the gardens and farms have been properly pre- 
pared for the several crop varieties planted. 

Tbe farm baa been enlarged every year, and the yield of 
both garden and Held crops has been ample (or the r qu re- 
ments of the several departments of the institution. Your 
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Honorable Board is referred to tab'es Xumbers 11 and 12 for 
definite information of euch products. 

Tbe pork yield ha3 gradually increased each year, and has 
been adequate for tbe requirements in tbat line. 

Cholera in 1895 prevailed quite generally in 'his section of 
Florida, and more then 4,000 pounds of poik, together with 
several choice stock hogs, were lost to us by this dkeace. 
We now have approximately 200 hogs, about twelve of which 
are porkers, having a net weigbt of not less than a, 200 
pon nds. 

The Asylum citws are only twelve in number, of common 
st'ck, and have never yielded sufficient revetiue for special 
men i ion, 

FINANCIAL. 

In usir.g the funds appropriated for the benefit of the 
Asylum, e\ery consistent effbit at economy has been made. 
The special $20,000 appropriation for additional buildings 
was so applied as to accomplish more than double that siini 
ever accomplished in ihe way of similar imnrovemenis at the 
ins iiuiion. 

Current expenses have been curl ailed much as possible by 
succcssfol farming, and makingpoik by use of kitchen and 
iliiimg room swil lor feed, no 1> ss than by confining pur- 
chases to such anicles as were absiiutely necessary. The 
large variety and extent of improvt menis made duiiig 1890, 
ami ihe largely increased population added s> me ex pen- en to 
the pa3'roll for carpenters and nurse-*, and the heavy ex p. use 
of transportation of 171 patients admitted, requiring al-'i 
transportotion for agents (round tiip) going after them to- 
gether with transpprtatiun for all patients di-eharged during 
the year, ad'led 1 1 ihe cost of lunatic* in care of private par- 
ties until May, and the siearo h aing plant, make tic o aJ 
expenditmes for 1890 mnre than formally, wiih the actual per 
capita expense ot maintenance bss. 

EMI'LOYMhNI. 

Such employment as affbrds moderate exercise and d ver- 
sion is valuable as a remedial agent, and it ii .a been the pol- 
icy of the management to make this means of health and eon* 
teutment available to the gr. aUst possible number of ihe in- 
mates', not less thin 300 of whom are employed daily at 
something. The white females do the major part of the sew- 
ing department woik, make all tbe quilts, comtort", etc., and 
assist in all bouse work. 

The colored females do all laundry w.irk, and assist in all 
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bouse work, keeping the grounds of their department in or- 
der, etc. 

The white and colored males assist on the farms, gardt ns, 
carpentry, painiing, yard and house work, and make all the 
mat tresses, pillows, etc., used in ihe Asylum. 

All patienie, with a very few exception*, are taught and 
required to make their beds, and keep their rooms in a clean, 
tidy condition. 

Almost without exception the patients covet employment, 
1 fiausc it means rest and health to their bodies and minds, 
and it is our purpose to enlarge the scope until suitable em- 
ployment can be assigned each. 

MUSIC AND ENTERTAINMENTS. 

It is the policy of the management, far as possible, to eru- 
plny no white male attendants except su oh as have acquired 
sufficient knowledge of music for the purposes of that depart- 
men', which has enabled the successful organization of an 
AsJum band, with eight instruments, and musical concerts, 
danres, etc., are frequently given in the larsre a-sembly hall 
fT i he enjoyment and pastime of patients, whose pleasure on 
such occasions and the permanent good derived from them, 
are very apparent. 

OFFICERS AND SUBORDINATE EMPLOYES. 

The Asylum physician has been prompt and faithful in 
discharge of his profession d duties, lias accorded me the cour- 
tesy and co—iperatiou due in our business relations, and has 
rendered Mich assistance as lay in his power f.jr the promo- 
tion of the interest it is our duty to conserve. 

The subordinate ufficers and employes hxve been faith' ully 
obedteul to the rules defining their arduous du'ies, and have 
given in.- such valuable co-operation as emitles them to offi- 
cial acknowledgements and commendation. 

RECO M M EN DATIONS. 

A dairy plant with thirty h:df or three-quarter Jerseys, 
Would lie a boon to the insttiu'ion. This number of cows 
wuuld yield ninety gallons of milk and not less than forty 
pounds of bu'ter daily, which at the lowest market price 
would be worth $8,030.30 annually. This yield would sup- 
ply 400 patients with both milk and butter, two meals each 
-day, to the enhancement of their health, with also a saving to 
the funds of the Asylum. 

The expense of maintaining and operating such dairy plant 
would be nominal, as almost, if not quite sufficient food sup 
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]ilif!* for the cows are produced on the A ay I inn farm, and Un- 
necessary common lab jr and help can be derived from the 
population. 

Heretofore only enough milk LaB be» n purchased for the 
wants of sick and cblieate patients, and enough butter for 
these daily, and for the general dining-rooms occasionally. 
Vet. the sum paid annually for Uiobc commodities is about 
|2 500.00. 

A dairy plant of the capaci'y suggested can be installed 
for a sum less than $2,000.00, including the necessary build- 
ings, etc. 

AN EI.ICRTIC LIOHT PLANT 

Would belter serve the purposes of economy, and the ob- 
jects of precaution than oil lamps do. 

Fourteen ya'd and sixty bouse lamps are in use. These af- 
ford- sufficient light in the buildings, but the use of oil in the 
wid-t o» so many insane people is dangerous, and ttie fear of 
explosion in the halls after all have retired suggests tbead- 
v, -ability of extinguishing all lights at an early boar, 
whereas, for several reasons, lights in the hallways during 
the ni.'ht are preferable. The grounds immediately about 
the Asylum should be lighted better than is possible with oil 
lamps, unless & very expensive number are used. 

The msta'lmt-nl of an electric li»ht plant, with a 500 light 
dynamo, 40 horse power boiler and engine would cost less 
limit $3,800.00, am) can be kept in order and operated for a 
-urn less than is paid annually for oil, lamps, burners, chim- 
neys and wicks, Steam has taken the pbiCe of wood at uvea 
for Beating, mid with electric lights in place of oil lamps for 
lighting i lie asylum, the diminution of risk to insurance eon 
panics, would result in considerable saving to the funds. 

Your Honorable Board has already is ken cognizmc'" of 
suggestions upon these lines, and the recommendations are 
submitted only thai tbe subjects may be forum'ly taken up 
for determination at such time as it may be their pleasu e to 
elect. 

STATISTICS. 

Table* 1 to l" inclusive show in a comprehensive form the 
number of patients resident at the beginning of the yearn 
1895 and 1896 respectively with tkise admitted, recovered 
and died. The counties from which patients were admitted, 
and their nativity and occupation prior to admission. 

Referring to table No. 1, showing 60 admlss : ons, 38 recov- 
eries during 1895. To the congested condition of the Asylum 
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at Hi is time is due the limited number admitted, and to the 
decreasing proportion of new, acute casus is due the smaller 
percentage of recoveries, and to the increasing proportion of 
old chronic ra-es during this period, ia due the larger per- 
centage of deaths. Table No. 7 shows 171 aimissions in 
1896, with 36 recoveries and 35 deaths. Of this number 84.61 
per cent, were under treatment 1 to six months, 5.12 per cent. 
t« lo I -2 months. 10.25 per cent., 1 to 2 years. It is there 'ore 
apparent th it more than 89 per cent, of the recoveries resulted 
am >n g the admissions of the year in which I hey occur red,

LUNACY LAW, 

The sta' ute by which citizens and |>ersons supposed, <*r 
alleged, tu be insane are to be eximined and disposed of, is 
aiA'iiig tile most important of our civil laws. 

Without experience or sufficient observaion fir the re- 
quirement of >ul-1i information as the author of a law defining 
Hie hmea of agents and officials acting in such cases should 
possess, no matter hoiv high in coni/ep-ion of duty, nor how 
faultless in ordinary judgment, he may become respjnsible f.»r 
mi -takes that will injure the right-; and interests he seeks to 
preserve. The care, maintenance %vl mejieal treatment of 
the insane is the expressed purpose of this asylum, but in the 
construction of committees and judicial officers the term ''in- 
sanity" is given sujh enlarged scope as to include miny 
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whose brain deficiencies, although incap icita'ing in a greater 
or less degree, do not constitute insanity in a iu>dicil sense. 
Idiocy, simple epilepsy, imbecility, and senile dementia, al- 
though as disqualifying in a legal sense as the different 
stages and forma of mania, do not present the brain condi- 
tions nor produce the abenant and dangerous mental and 
physical tendencies, nor have they the sus-eptibility generally 
common to such brain diseases as are pathologically called 
in-anity. 

The statute defining the mode of procedure in inquisitions 
of lunacy should first define the mental conditions that shall 
snlj ct persons to its prov.sions, and should then specify the 
legal scope of the terms used in the definition. 

Personal observation and experience with the several 
e'a-ses indiscriminately committed to the Asylum, no less 
ih:i'i the j urnalized experience of pathologists, impresses me 
that it would be just to the individual, and consistent with 
lh« charitable anil int- lligent | urpose of the law by which 
i lie Asylum was established, and is muiit ained arid governed, 
to confine legal agents, acting under this statu e, to the med- 
ical definition of insanity in reaching their conclusions as to 
whether a particular subject is insane within the meaning of 
tUe lunacy law. About 8 per cent, at the population are epi- 
I piit-s* Some have epileptic mania, but many hive epilepsy 
simple, which Is gi-neiaiiv incurable, nod accompanied with 
none of the f-rins of brain alienation that produce insanity, 
wit, i iLs attending dangers. Idiocy is an original or normal 
condition, as also is imbecility in a palhol <gicd sense. These 
can not be bencli ed by medical treatment, and very shHoh] 
require the i est) aims and sjieci.it cnie of an insane asylum. 

Senile dementia, although a form of insanity, is produced 
by extreme age, ui Lout the possibility of b nefi'. from m d- 
icsl u-:. uncut, and very rarely renders the subject uncoil 
lr. 1 ab!e. 

These classes of our peopl ■ are often objects of pily, and 
should be subj els of individual and community, if not ihc 
pnlili.; charity. Ha: the indiscriminate us- of ihi* Asylum 
fur i heir benefit is in effect a pcrveoion of the institution 
and its m nd Horn the higher and more sacred purpose of 
th'ir creation. 

The management is occasionally required to admit two 
other classes, c uitrary to the purpose of the institution, ami 
the spirit of the law. Person* cither helpless I rum physic d 
disease, or old age, friendless and destitute, are not infre 
quently commil'ed, without the remotest symptom* of iusati- 
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it}'. And as often persons suffering temporarily from the 
indurating effect* of inebriety. 

Not often, but occasionally it is also true, that perfectly 
sane neople, victims of wicked conspiracies, become the sub- 
ject* of judicial decrees that forever disqualifies them in the 
public mind, and c'epiives them, without lawful cause, of legal 
individuality, and personal liberty. This perversion ot the 
State's noblest charity, and the irreparable injury done cer- 
tain of the classes mmtioned, should be prevented by a stat- 
ute so intelligent and specific in its provisions, and so capable 
of absolute enforcement, as tliat idiocy, imbecility, senile 
dementia, epilepsy simple, and drunkenness cannot be con- 
strued by Lunacy Commii tees or Commissioners for such 
forms of dementia and epileptic and other forms of mania as 
render persons unsafe to them selves and others, and entitle 
tb»ra, either on account of their disabilities and dangerous 
tendencies, or their suscei'tibility to treatment, to the bene- 
fits afforded inmates of the Asylum. It is proper and right 
of course, that curable oases of brain diseases, which result 
in insanity, should have hospital treatment and care, without 
the delay, now too common, in p-oviding for them, whether 
the subjects are violent or not, bat no harmless incurable 
subject, shou'd he committed to the Asylum unless the origi- 
nal purpose of the institution is enlarged and additional 
the departments are accordingly created. 

Under the present law, committees appointed by County 
J wiges determine all cases of alleged insanity. Theae com- 
mittees, which include one physk-un, are perhaps generally 
competent, bit in many cases, a single examination, even 
wiih witnesses, is insufficient, and olten results in some one of 
the errors indicated. 

Many eases of supposed, or alleged insanity cannot be tn- 
tei igently investigated in a few ininut-s, nor in a single day. 
Nor should committees appointed for Uie purpose, be forced 
or allowed to declare and report a person insane, or not in- 
sane, until tiieir investigation ha* been full enough to enible 
n report of the symptoms, and when possible, the prime and 
exc ting causes, which should also be specifically required T 
buili for the information and satisfaction of the court, and 
for information in the medical department of the Asylum. 

ins am; peksons pis io r to admission ix the asylum. 

I know of no specific satutory provisions for 
i he proper care of persons from beginning of the 
Sheriffs custody until they are delivered to the 
Asylum agents. In county jail cells, often 
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with criminal a, and without means of comfort, these pitiable 
subjects are often found confined at night, and not infre- 
quently, physically ill) and suffering from intensified nervous 
distraction, without medical attention. 

All insane people are sick people, and carelessness or neg- 
lect in their care and treat m -nt is inhuman and should be 
prevented by such legislative enactment as will secure to 
them such absolute comfort and peace as decent apartments, 
suitable bedding, food, nursing and proper medical attention 
would afford. 

LUNATICS IN CAKE OV COMMITTERS. 

The Legislature of 1895 abilishel that pirt of the lunacy 
I m by which lunatics were committed to the care of private 
:..inmiH:cs, and required re examination and commitment of 
;ucli to the Asylum. In May, 1S96, this law by order of 
y mx Honorable Board, became operative, and its enforcement 
tuu develop! the apparent fact that, very IV w previously 
supported ai lunatics in care of private com minces were sut- 
lii-iently afflicted for commitment. Of the *7 in charge of com- 
:i,'t,,.)-s Dec. 31st, I -'">. less than 20 have been committed, 
!i a v. rig more than 07 who had been drawing from $d to $12 
ii. i it Uly for ih<ir maintenance and treatment, wiihout the 
Mm ii"n of right ami justice to the pitiable das* for who**.' 
benefit tlie Asylum ami its endowments are created. This 
act will save to the fund not less than $4,000 annually, 

i'i INCLUSION. 

Darius the past two years all the departments of the 
Aiylum have received the attention their several peculiarities 
and import ince require. The funis provided for the pur- 
poses of the institution have been us.'d so economically as 
the reasonable demands and high purposes of the Asylum 
will admit of. Every interest has baen an object of study 
nnd of such special care M the good of our helpless popula- 
tion and the widening usefulness of the institution suggests. 

The growth of the Asylum in physical proportions, useful- 
ness and general eharacver has continued, until the institu- 
tion is on a parity in almost every important respsct, with 
the beat similar institutions of the country, which most 
grateful measure of success, is largely due to the constant 
interest manifested by, and the councils, co-operation ant] 
support of your Honorable Board. 

I desire to express my feeling of indebtedness for the active 
interest taken for the goad of the institution, by your Hon- 
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orable Board, and beg also to acknowledge, and give assur- 
ance of my gratitude for their kind an 1 courteonB manner in 
all the relations exist in-between us. 

Nor can I refrain from expressions of gratitude for tbs 
courteous, prompt and eltluicnt manner of your Honorable 
Secretary's business dealings with me.

Report of Physician. 



Hon, J. VY. Trammell, Superintendent: 

Sir — I have (he honor of hero with submitting to you my 
annual report, as physician and surgeon to the Florida Asy- 
lum for the Insane for the year ending December 31, 1896. 

The accompanying statements contain information of gen- 
em! interest, which invite consideration. They show the 
niimb'r of discharges and deaths; the cause of death, the 
apparent cause of insanity, the diagnosis and conditions of 
all patient-) in the institu ion. 

The pcrcentige of discharges are reckoned from those ad- 
mitt, d du ing th- jear, and not the total number, as the lat- 
ter c .mains the chronic and incurab'e cases, and it would 
place a false light upon the results of the treatment of patients 
in this institution. 

The number of deaths were lea* during the year than the 
preceding one, although the population has been greater than 
ever. Many of the deaths were due to chronic physical ail. 
nn'iiL* with broken down constitution*, an I some were ad- 
mitted in a moribund condition. 1 am pi rased to be able to 
report that the general health ha* been goxl, and the appear- 
ance of the patients will convey the fact of a healthy, well 
cared for family. This c .n be attributed to the excellent 
hygienic and sanitary conditions, which are maintained by a 
rigid system. The very great improvements of these condi- 
tions with the many others, plat— h this insii-uti >n in a post- 
lion which facilitates it to care b 'tier for the patients ihin 
formerly. With the exception of measles there has been no 
epidemic diseases. Meases made its appearance during the 
summer months, but by isolation and quarantine it did not 
m ike much he id way." Few, comparatively speaking, c >n- 
tracted the disease, and no serious re -u lis occurred. 

As 8 ton as the existence of smallpox was known to be in the 
State, precautions were immediately taken to prevent the in- 
troduction of the disease into the institution. All those who 
did not exhibit evidence* of successful vaccination were 
vaccinated. Many were from the rural districts and had 
never been vaccinated. 

3 
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1 have noticed that among the fr;ends and rela- 
tives of patients tbat many are beginning to realize, 
alter the recognition of symptoms (if insanity, the importatce 
of early treatment. Too much stress cannot be lad upon the 
fatly treatment of insanity, and if allowed to continue with- 
out hospital treatment all reasonable and rjtional hope for a 
cure is greatly obstructed. The brain is c«mpnsed of very 
intricate and delicate nervous organisms that are exceedingly 
sensitive, and when these btcome diseased, perverting their 
furctions, they become detciorattd and assume a less c im- 
plex structure, anrl enterit g upon a tower plan^ of organism, 
advance the grosser or animal instincis. Thus we kno>v 
that those who have fclwnys ma ; ntait.ed tie highes' 
moral standing, that when they becomu ii.sane 
will use the nriott vulgar I ingfiage and do nets thftt are re- 
volting. This condition of affair s becomes permanent as the 
disease lakes on the torra of chroniuitv. Great difficulty ii 
experienced ir> proem ing the cause i>t insanity among those 
admitted. I find that adverse cireums aoces phiy ft very 
important i art :■& the txeilirg cause. Unn holt s>< me l'e.< ■ . 
worrv, etc., we know cause many physical ailments, which in 
turn "effect or disorganize the neivous system, und espe 
cially where there is any [predisposition toins-nity. Dr. 
Clouston says: A vast nudorifcy of the insane bee une so in 
consequence of physical conditions of life and mt.des of liv- 
ing which le;id to tie results as certainly and evidt nlly as 
insanitary conditions had to typlioid lever or tuberculosis. 

In conclusion I wish toex;>r<.ss my acknowledgments lor 
your many courtesif-s, eo op. ration and recognition" of my 
work and position. 1 am
